The German general staff, referring 
to the death of Lieut.-Gen. Steinmetz, 
says he was killed by a fragment of 
shrapnel which severed the jugular 
vein. Gen. Steinmetz directed the fire 
of the 42.5-centimeter pieces during 
the sieges of Liege, Namur and Mau- 
beuge. Later he was placed in com- 
mand of a division of infantry.

Martin Hobohm, captain of a reserve 
division, was killed by a shell, after 
carrying many wounded men out of 
the range of fire of the French heavy 
artillery.

LONDON, Sept. 24.—The Bordeaux 
correspondent of the Times says: “A 
week has elapsed sincé it first 
became clear that, although forced to 
abandon successive positions prepared 
for defense, the enemy had found to 


the north of the Aisné, north-north- 
west of Rheims, formidably prepared 
fortified positions on which they 
might hope to maintain themselves for 
many days while their own troops 
were recovering from the retreat and 
while the fire of victory among the 
allies was burning out. 

“The positions, enormously strong 
by nature, and dominating the valleys 
and the towns, have been turned into 
regular fortresses. The line of 
trenches, built with science and the 
solidity of permanent works, are cov- 
ered by flanking trenches bristling 
with mitrailleuses and reinforced by 
mazes of barbed wire and blockhouses, 
whose quick-firers and mitrailleuses 
sweep the whole front.. To the rear 
of these works the heavy artillery is 
placed in position and from its fire 
such places as Solssons and Rheims 
have suffered great damage. 

“Most of the work on this line was 
finished while the battle of the Marne 
was still in progress. The allies did 
their best to prevent its completion 
and there has been some d rate 
fighting along the Aisne.

It will open according to the 
original plan on February 20, 1915. 
The government has received official 
notice from thirty-seven foreign gov- 
ernments of their intention to par- 
ticipate in the exposition and no for- 
eign nation has given notice of its 
intention to withdraw on account of 
of the war. In addition to the offi- 
cial acceptances, the exposition re- 
ceived assurances from committees in 
four nations that the people of those 
nations would participate. Among 
those committees were two formed in 
Great Britain and Germany. Neither 
of those nations had given notice of 
governmental participation. 

“The governments of France and 
Italy have given notice that they will 
proceed wikh their plans for par- 
ticipation ‘notwithstanding the dis- 
turbed conditions’ in Europe. 


“The European nations which have| 


given notice of participation are 
France, Italy, Austro-Hungary, Por- 
tugal, Sweden, the Netherlands, Den- 
mark, Greece, Norway and Turkey, 
and Spain has recently advised this 
government that it intends to par- 
ticipate. 

“Twenty-nine Latin countries in 
America, the Orient and Australasia 
have given notice of intention of par-| 
ticipation and many of them are at 
work on their buildings. 

“Forty-six States of the Union, have 
arranged for participation in the ex- 
position. The other States are at 
work on plans for taking part in the 
fair. One of the South American gov- 
ernments has increased the amount of 
its appropriation for the exposition 
wince the war began and all of them 
are alive to the opportunity Tr ex- 
tending their commerce with. the 
United States through the utilization 
of the exposition. The Department of 
State has directed the diplomatic 
corps to advise all foreign govern- 
ments that the exposition will not be 
postponed.”

WAR TAX BILL | 
SURE TO PASS. 


Vote on Special Rule Shows 
* How the Land Lies. 


Republicans Make Vigorous 
Opposition to It. | 


Democratic Tariff Blamed for 
Loss in Revenue, 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Debate 
on the administration war revenue bill 
was in full swing when the House ad- 
journed tonight, with passage tomor- 
row by an overwhelming majority as- 
sured. The measure was taken up 
under & special rule limiting debate to 
seven hours and barring amendment, 
over vigorous opposition from the Re- 
pubicans and Progressives, supported 
by thirty Democrats. 

Democratic Leader Underwood an 
Représentative Payne of New York, 
ranking Republican member of the 
Ways and Means Committee, opened 
the discussion after the fight over the 
rule. 

UNDERWOOD’S DEFENSE. 

Mr. Underwood said the country 
was facing a world-wide disturbance 
of business conditions, and was ‘“‘suf- 
fering in & business way more than 
we ever have suffered since the war 
between the States.” He said the pend- 
ing bill was necessary to meet an 
exigency over which the government 
had no control, the European war, 
and that ordinarily the present tariff 
law would be adequate for expenses. 

“Of the $75,000,000 in government 
money deposited in the banks today, 
$60,000,000 was put there by the pre- 
ceding Republican administration,” 
Mr. Underwood said, “and the addi- 
tional $15,000,000 had been deposited 
because of the closing of the stock 
exchange, the change of foreign na- 
tions to a paper basis, the dumping 
of foreign stocks and other reasons. 

“If we had not gone to the rescue,” 
he added, “the result would have 
shaken the financial world from cen- 
ter to circumference.” 

DEMOCRATIC TARIFF. 


Representative Payne declared that 
the trade balance against the United 
States in the first thirteen months of 

Democratic. tariff law exceeded 


for financial troubles now lay at the 
door of the Democratic tariff. He as- 
serted that in 1916 there would be no

Assurances were received from bank- 
ers in Boston, New York, Philadel- 
phia, Chicago and St. Louis that the 
major part of the fund will be sub- 
scribed by them on pledge of other 
cities to take a due proportion. 

Following the receipt of this word 
the board sent out to the chief offi- 
cers of the Clearinghouse Associations 
in the reserve and central reserve 
cities circulars telling of the plan and 
setting forth the amount each partic- 
ular city has been assessed. 3 

The Bankers’ Committee that rec- 
ommended the pool. plan also sug- 
gested that the fund be handled by a 
resident committee in New York com- 
posed of Albert H. Wiggin, William 
Woodward, J. S. Alexander, Francis 
L. Hine, Benjamin Strong, Jr., and 
F. A. Vanderlip. This committee the 
board in turn approved. 

In accord with the bankers’ recom- 
mendations, only $25,000,000 of the 
total is to be paid down at present but 
‘the whole amount is to be pledged. 

The original plan was for the de- 
posit of the $25,000,000 in the branch 
of the Bank of England, in Ottawa, 
but the present intention is to keep

Surgeons and Nurses to Go 
to Front Immediately. 


One Unit Available for the 
Army of Each Nation.

FALMOUTH (via London,) Sept. 
24.—After a twelve-day trip from 
New York, the American hospi- 
tal ship Red Cross, delayed by three 
days of fog and rough Weather, 
dropped anchor today in Falmouth 
harbor. She was at once boarded by 
Ward, US. 
N., retired, who has assumed direction 
of the party of the American 6ur- 
geons and nurses soon to begin field 
service in the war zone. 

Immediately after conferring with 
Capt. Rust and Maj. Patterson, Ad- 
miral Ward advised the surgeons and 
nurses that y would be granted 
shore leave. e Red Cross will re- 
main here several days, pending the 
completion of plans for the sending 
of the various units into the field. 
Maj. Patterson left for London, where 
he will visit the War Office and as- 
certain at what point the sixty nurses 
and surgeons for service with the 
British troops are wanted. 

The Russian unit, under the direc- 
tion of Dra. William 8S. Magill and 
Edward H. Egbert, will leave Septem- 
ber 8 for (name deleted by censor,) 
where they will take the steamer 
Balder for Bergen. They will then 
go to B8tockholm by rail and into 
Russia, either by rail or water. Helen 
Scott Hay, directress of the nurses, 
will accompany the Russian party. 

“On September 380 the Red Cross 
will sail for Pauillac, France, where 
the French government has expressed 
its desire to have the French con- 
tingent landed. From Pauillac the 
Red Cross will go to Rotterdam and 
land the German and Austrian con- 
tingents there about October 10. Ad- 
mimi! Ward expects that the steamer 
will reach (name deleted) about Oc- 
tober 12 on her way back to the 
United States. Austria has asked to 
have the contingent that will work 
with its troops landed at Trieste, 
but this is impossible. Consequently 
the units and supplies for the dual 
monarchy will be sent from Rotter- 
dam to Berlin and thence to Vienna. 

Belgium has declined the services 
of nurses and surgeons, but she has 
gratefully accepted medical supplies, 
forty tons of which will be sent from 
Rotterdam to any Belgian city desic- 
nated. On the Way across the Atlantic 
many cruisers spoke the Red Cross, 
and the steamer carried a red light 
at her mast head every night, 
so could 
nize her.and know that*she was neu- 
tral and carried no contraband. Two 
units, each consisting of three sur- 
gzeons and twel\> nurses, willbe sent 
with each of the following armies: 

The German,  tii- British, 
French and the Austria.

Admiralty HKeport Says Large 
Number of Men in Hospitals Tes- 
tifies to Accuracy of Fire of the 
Officers of the German Cruisers 
Mainz and Stettin,

LONDON, Sept. 24.—The British 
Admiralty hag issued a formal reply 
to the statement given publicity by 
the German Minister at Copenhagen 
that British officers fired on drown- 
ing German sailors after the naval 
engagement off Heligoland and that a 
British shell was thrown into a life 
boat containing German survivors of 
this fight. 

The Admiralty admits the charge 
that the shell was thrown, but ex- 
Plains the circumstance as follows: 


“Every effort was made to save life 
until German cruisers of the Stettin 
Class appeared on the scene and 
opened a heavy fire on the British de- 
stroyers and their small boats. The 
destroyers were forced to retire in 
order to avoid destruction. The Gos- 
hawk removed her men from her 
boat, leaving it to German prisoners, 
nearly all of whom were wounded. It 
is to be regretted that a bluejacket on 
the forecastie of the Goshawk, ex- 
asperated at the inhuman conduct of 
the German cruiser, threw a projec- 
tile, which could not possibly under 
the circumstances have exploded, in-.

“This, no doubt, is the incident re- 
ferred to by the German Minister at 
Copenhagen. It cannot be defended,

WILSON’S POLICY

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.-—— Hope 
that Gens.

President Wilson has made it plain 
to both men through his personal rep- 
resentative, Paul Fuller, that the 
United States would look with dis- 
favor on a continuance of fighting in 
Mexico.

HIGHER WALNUT 


PRICE IS FIXED. 


|Sixteen and Half Cents for 


Number One Grade. 


Orders Instantly Wired from 
All Over Country. 


Crop Normal, but War Will 


Cause Big Shortage. 


More than $3,000,000 will be real- 
ized from the 1914 walnut crop. The 
Southern California Walnut Growers’ 
Association yesterday fixed the quota- 
tion for all nuts handled through that 
organization. No. 1, the standard 
grade, will sell this season for 16% 
cents a pound, a figure breaking all 
previous records for high‘ price ob- 
tained. Walnuts of No. t grade opened 


lat 16 cents last year, at that time 


a record. 

Other grades which are quoted ac- 
cordingly, are budded nuts, 20 cents; 
jumbo nuts, 19; No. 2, 12, and culls 
at 9 cents. The harvest will yieid 900 
tons, or 18,000,000 pounds. It will 
require more than 800 cars to ship 
the crop, which ts practically over- 
suld at the present moment. 

This remarkable situation obtained 
as early as last May, when eastern 
buyers offered to take heavy aliot- 
ments at whatever figure was dé 
cided on by the Association, subject 
to confirmation on the date prices 
were arranged. Within an hour of 
dispatching quotations to various 
parts of the United States, answers 
began to pour in on Secretary Carlisle 
Thorpe, accepting the figures, so that 
there is probability that the move- 
ment of the nuts will be the most 
rapid in history. 

There was somé selling yesterday 
by independent growers at 17 cents 
on No. 1 grade, subject to confirma- 
tion of association prices, and in such 
instances a fractional decline will be 
made. The organized growers com- 
prise 80 per*cent. of the men in the 
business this year, and these are 
members of seventeen associations, all 
affiliated with the central organiza- 
tion. ‘The crop is just about the same 
size as last year. 

The reason for the high value is 
not only a shortage caused by in- 
ability of the ''nited States to tmport 
a large amount of foreign product. 
but particularly the fact that the wal- 
nuts have never been f° finer quality. 
The grading shows a : cord output 
of. No. 1 and jumbo sizes. The shells 
are well filled and the meat is white. 
with a very small percentage of 
black, which nearly ruined the sale 
of the crop last year and caused a 
concerted howl from jobbers in all 
parts of America. 

The annual importation of walnuts 
is practically double what California 
produces, and this is the only State 
in the Upion which can show a crop 
of commercial quantities. With the 
exception of Italy, which 
5,000,000 pounds; China, which aver- 
ages 3,900,000; South America, 
which averages 1,500,000, the other 
producing countries are at war, or 
on the point of it. 

France is the greatest exporter to 
the United States, and has an annual 
crop of 25,000,000 pounds; Austria, 
Germany, England and Turkey pro- 
duce about 4,000,000 pounds, and the 
bulk of this pro@uction comes to 
America. The total foreign produc- 
tion is about 35,000,000 pounds. The 
normal consumption of the United 
States is 52,350,000 pounds, so that 
{ff all of the crop of the neutral na- 
tions is shipped here, there will still 
be an immense shortage, which means 
that California walnuts will bring the 
new price without any trouble, and 


first demand has been supplied will 
bring much higher prices.

An echo of the County Hospital 
tragedy of seven months ago, when 
eight men met death through the ad- 
ministration of neo-salvarsan,.a blood- 
poison remedy administered by Dr. 
Albert T. Charlton, was heard yester- 
day when Deputy District Attorney 
Hammon received a final analysis of 
the neo-salvarsan through the Federal 
Health Departmént. 

Dr. John F. Anderson, director of 
the government hygienic laboratory at 
Washington, made a complete chem- 
feal analysis of the neo-salvarsan 
which was part of the lot from which 
Dr. Chariton took which he used in 
hig injections. 

Dr. Anderson found that there was 
nothing wrong with the remedy, but 
that Dr. Charlton had used a method 
different from that commonly em- 
ployed. Dr. Chariton has resigned 
from the County Hospital.

CARDS THIS TIME. 


arate in Court Again, Wife Charg- 
ing Husband Distributed Paper 


A highly-decorated personal card 
used by C. E. Singleton of Whittier 
on which he announced among other 
things that he is a “wholesale and 
retail dealer in love and kisses” and 
“not married and out for a go00d 
time” is used as one of the principal 
grounds in a divorce action brought 
Wednesday by Mrs. May Evelyn Sin- 
gleton, who is living with her moth- 
er, Mrs. Carrie M. Judson in Venice. 
This is the fourth suit which has 
grown out of their unhappiness. 


The present divorce suit is the sec- 
ond of its kind instituted by Mrs. Sin- 
gleton. About a year ago she brought 
an action for legal separation, charg- 
ing desertion, cruelty and non-support. 
At the trial the court ruled that she 
had not made a sufficient showing and 
her prayer was denied. 

Immediately after the first action 
the husband brought suit to gain the 
custody of Marie, their 3-year-old 
daughter. The petition was denied 
and the child remained with her 
mother. Mr, Singleton’s next legal 
move was a sult for $50,000 damages, 
brought against Mrs. Judson on the 
ground that she had alienated the af- 
fections of his wife. This suit is pend- 
ing in the courts. 

While Mrs. Singleton charges ex- 
treme cruelty and makes other alle- 
gations, her hopes for a legal separa- 
tion are based principally on the cards 
issued by her husband, one of which 
came into her possession by accident. 
The card, which is regarded by 
Mrs. Singleton as highly improper, 
makes these additional announce- 
ments: “Special attention to other 
people’s girls;” “Words of love ex- 
tracted without pain while you wait,” 
and “Office hours from one until won.” 
The full text of the card was in- 
corporated in Mrs. Singleton’s petition 
for divorce prepared and filed by At- 
torney Youngworth, who believes the 
card itself ig sufficient grounds for 
divorce. 

The Singletons have been living 
apart more than a year, during which 
time she has made her home with her 
mother. They were married three 
years ago in this city.

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CHARITIES PLAN 
FOR THE COUNTY. 


FAILURE OF CONSOLIDATION Is 
CHARGED TO HEAD OF THE 
CITY COMMISSION. 


A new plan for handling all charity 
matters in the county was submitted 
to the Board of Supervisors yesterday 
by Dr. Charles H. Whitman, super- 
intendent of the County Hospital. Be- 
fore submitting a tentative ordinance 
providing for carrying out his ideas, 
Dr. Whitman, in answer to questions 
put to him by Supervisor Norton, 
sharply criticised the Municipal 
Charities Commission and Pr. Mil- 
bank Johnson, its chaifman. Dr. 
Whitman declared that Dr. Johnson 
is mainly responsible for the failure 
of the proposed plan to consolidate 
city and county charities. 

The plan as outlined by Dr. Whit- 
man provides for the appointment of 
an advisory board, to be composed of 
nine members, to be appointed by the 
Supervisors and to consist of three 
Supervisors, one Superior Court 
Judge, the county counsel, the county 
purchasing agent, the steward of the 
County Hospital, the superintendent 
of the County Farm and the super- 
intendent of charities, the latter to be 
chairman of the board. Dr. Whitman 
would have this board, meet once a 
month.’ Each member would serve 
without extra pay. 

Investigation of all charitable insti- 
tutions in the county is recommended 
and it was suggested that no permits 
be issued to these institutions, unless 
their work conforms to rules and 
regulations laid down by the 
advisory board and approved by the 
Supervisors. 

Dr. Whitman declared, in answer to 
a question from Supervisor Norton, 
that “Dr. Johnson is chasing rain- 
bows and accomplishing north.” He 
asserted that it was Dr. Johnson's 
desire to be made head of the con- 
solidated charities and that Dr. John- 
son was confident of his appoint- 
ment. 

He declared that the Municipal 
Charities Commission is a failure and 
that the city is unloading all charity 
cases on the county. 

“I want to see the charities of this 
city and county put on a practical 
basis,” said Dr. Whitman. “I believe 
Dr. Johnson is doing the best he 
can, but in my opinion he hasn't ac- 
complished very much.”

In every instance where 
they have the opportunity they will 
vote for Republicans as evidence of 
their faith in Republican principles 
and in the eternal destiny of the 
party and in the best men of the 
party. Ordinarily they would vote 
against any candidate not Republican 
and it is almost as futile to expect a 
real Republican to vote for a Demo- 
crat as for a “Progressive,” except in 
such cases where by so voting the Re- 
publican may register his disapproval 
of highway robbery. To stamp out 
political thievery Republicans have 
not hesitated in the past to vote even 
for Democrats, and the time hag been 
known when Democrats have voted 
for Republicans to accomplish the 
same end. | 

This year the Republicans have a 
chance to register their disapproval 
of high misdemeanor by voting 
against Eshleman, the interloping can- 
didate for Lieutenant-Governor, and 
the only way to make that vote count 
is to cast it for Snyder, the Democratic 
nominee, according to many Republic- 
ans. This is to be done by a large 
number of Republicans in California 
and some of them who have boiled 
with indignation over Eshlemau's 
theft of the Republican nomination 
assert that the Democratic vote, plus 
the Republican vote he will get, is 
sure to elect Snyder. 

The word is passed around by Re- 
publicans to not only vote for Snyder, 
the Grass Valley editor, but to work 
for him. The Republicans have no 
regular candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor, owing to the fact that 
Eshleman, by misrepresentation, pro- 
cured Republican votes he was not 
entitled to. He was pitted against 
four regular Republican candidates, 
but he was the minority choice, for 
his vote didn’t come within 60,000 of 
the vote for the four Republican can- 
didates. 

It is said that the Republicans in 
the northern part of the State are g£o- 
ing to vote almost solidly for the 
Democratic candidate and salve their 
consciences with the’ knowledge that 
they are voting not so much for a 
Democrat as against a man who has 
deliberately stolen a Republican nom- 
ination; stolen it, too, and then in- 
sulted the party he robbed. } 

Snyder has been active in politics 
for a good many years, but is a young 
man at that.

Before that time, however, the Con- 
gressional election will have been held, 
and Kettner relegated to the ranks of 
the “also-rans,”’ in which case he may 
suffer from cold feet and relax his 
present evangelistic push in favor of 
his friend, B. H. Lien'of El Centro, 
who carried the Kettner banner dur- 
ing the campaign that resulted in 
Billy’s election and was promised 
something good. 

It will be recalled that after Kett- 
ner failed to land his friend Lien as 
Receiver of the local Land Office, he 
wrote Lien a letter in which he said 
that his failure to have him appointed 
was “the one sorrow of his life.” 

The promise that land office will 
be established in I erial Valley is 
for election purposes only; it will fade 
away like the baseless fabric of a 
dream after November. It is the pol- 
icy of the government to consolidate 
instead of enlarge the establishment 
of the land offices throughout the 
country. Ten years ago there might 
have been some argument behind a 
land office in the Imperial Valley, 
when there was a host of contests in- 
volving tangled surveys and claims, 
but nine-tenths of these matters have 
been cleaned up and there is no more 
need of a land office in the Imperial 
Valley country than there is for a 
cork-screw at a Prohibition conven- 
tion.

PRIVY CHARGE OVER

Direct and categorical denial of any 
knowledge of fraud in connection 
with the patent of 160 acres in Fresno 


county to George Schwinn, by the gov- 
ernment, was entered yesterday in the 
United States District Court before 
Judge Wellborn. The suit is to can- 
cel the patent by reason of false rep- 
resentations as to the non-mineral 
character-of the land by each of the 
eight business men of that section who 
had each purchased an undivided one- 
tenth of the land of Schwinn. 

The witnesses were W. O. Miles, 
president of the Union National Bank 
of Fresno; W. A. Bean, Coroner of 
Fresno county; C. C. Goddell, a ranch- 
er; ©. B. Kimberlin (retired) of 


‘| Berkeley; Leon Hart, a Dusiness man 


of Fresno, and Hans Jacobson, a 
member of the Sunset: Realty Com- 
pany of Fresno, which had negotiated 
the sale to the syndicate. 

The contention of the government 
is that these men knew of the alleged 
fraud in connection with the Schwinn 
patent; that the land was wanted for 
oil exploitation and not agricultural 
purposes, etc. The unvarying testi- 
mony of the defendants was that the 
land was purchased for speculative 
purposes; that they knew nothing of 
Schwinn or his troubles with the gov- 
ernment; that they had no knowledge 
of the affidavits made by Schwinn 
either in his final proof or non-min- 
eral statements; that, while the price 
paid for the land wag but $200 an 
acre, that supposed oil land was sell- 
ing for from $1500 to $2500 an acre— 
in fact, several of the witnesses de- 
clared that they had never seen 
Schwinn, but took a block of the in- 
vestment on the representations of the 
Sunset Realty Company that it was a 
good thing and money could be made 
in the deal.

PARADE AND MASS MEETING 


President Sends Greetings to 
Women’s Million Club—Homing 
Pigeon Brings ase from San 
Francisco 


The new Trinity Auditorium was 
comfortably filled last night in cele- 
bration of peace day, observed locally 
under the auspices of the Women's 
Million Club, Fervent prayers were 
uttered for early restoration of peace 
in war-torn Europe, and speakers 
made earnest appeals for universal 
tranquillity, while song birds stirred 
enthusiasm by singing familiar patri- 
otic selections. The meeting con- 
cluded the day’s programme which in- 
cluded a parade in the business center 
of the city in the afternoon and a 
meeting of the Women’s Million Club 
immediately thereafter, 

The following message of 
telegraphed by the President of the 
United States to the club was read 
by Mrs. Clara Shortridge Foltz, head 
of the ciub, and ::eived with ap- 
plause: 

“I extend my greetings to those as- 
sembled in mass meeting in Los An- 
geles tonight, and assure them of my 
cordial appreciation at the deep inter- 
est taken by all American people in 
the restoration of peace in Europe.” 

Another message was received from 
Benjamin Ide Wheeler, president of 
the University of California. He de- 
clared that no one has ever been able 
to give a good reason for the war 
and it must stop, 

PIGEON CARRIES MESSAGE. 

An interesting feature of the even- 
ing was the receipt of a peace message 
from Mayor Rolph of San Francisco, it

P. Harnett, vicar-general, Catho- 
ile. diocese of Los Angeles and Mon- 
terey. 

BOMB STARTS PARADE. 


With the firing of a bomb at 2:15 
o'clock in the afternoon the peace 
parade started. The line of march 
was from First, on Broadway, to Sev- 
enth, over to Spring, and back to 
First. The pageant, with a number 
of bands playing patriotic airs, at- 
tracted a considerable crowd. 

Banners and pennants bearing the 
inscription “Peace” were much in evi- 
dence, as were doves, alive and artifi- 
cial, while the Stars and Stripes were 
unfurled by nearly all of the par- 
ticipants in the parade, being used ex- 
tensively in the decoration of automo- 
biles and other conveyances. 

The public schools were closed and 
the appearance of about one hundred 
school children surrounding a banner 
bearing the slogan, “No More War," 
was one of the most impressive fea- 
tures of the parade. Two floats car- 
rying Chinese boys and girls dressed 
in the costumes of their native coun- 
try, and automobiles filled with Jap- 
anese children, attracted no little in- 
terest. 

Forty Mohammedans in untform led 
by Abdul Hakk, were in the line of 
march.

Goedke testified that there was a 
shortage of provisions and clothing; 
that for twenty-two days there was 
neither bacon nor ham to be had; 
that he got tired of eating beans all 
the time; he couldn’t Hve on that 
diet alone.

ASKED HIM To...

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Sept. 24.—O. A. King, 
postmaster at Benicia, was indicted 
today by the Federal grand jury on 
the charge of violating section No. 
208 of the Penal Code, prohibiting 
the soliciting of business by post- 
masters. According to the indictment 
King “solicited and induced F. W. 
Richardson of Sacramento,” to pur- 
chase stamps of the value of $1425 
at varioug times in order “to increase 
the emoluments-and compensation of 
his office.” 

According to Assistant United States 
Attorney Ed F. Jared, who has 
charge of the prosecution, the Rich- 
ardson referred to is Friend W. Rich- 
ardson, State Printer, and “Progres- 
sive” candidate for State Treasurer. 
Jared stated that King was receiv- 
ing the salary of $1700 a year and by 
the increase in business from the gale 
of stamps to Richardson raised his 
pay to $1900 a year.

THROUGH NOB HILL. 
HARBOR BOULEVARD CONTRACT. 


The Board of Public Works. yvester- 
Gay awarded to the W. F. Hewitt 
Company the contract for cutting of 
the harbor boulevard through Nob 
Hill at San Pedro, from Palos Verdes 
 @treet to Fourth street. The contract 
price is $77,680.50, and the engineer- 
ing and inspection fees are estimated 
at $400. Ninety days are allowed to 
complete the work. 

This work is to be paid for out of 
the first issue of harbor improventent 
bonds funds, but the damages to 
property are to be paid for through 
an assessment district. 

In connection with the cutting 
through Nob Hill of the harbor boule- 
vard, a movement is on foot to se- 
cure the cutting through of all adja- 
‘cent streets and alleys, as an adjunct 
to the project of razing the private 
properties in the hill district to the 

wlevard grade. This would create 
a new area in the business district of 
San Pedro for the normal expansion 
of stores, factories, etc. 


BRIDGE PROTECTION. 
DEMANDS ATTENTION. 

In a report to the Board of Public 
Works yesterday on the condition of 
the Downey-avenue bridge the engi- 
meer of the city engineering depart- 
ment, R. W. Stewart, says: 

“At Downey avenue the west bank of 
the channel was cut back nearly 200 
feet so that piers which were formerly 
on high ground are now in the chan- 
nel. These are steel cylinder pliers 
which contain piles. The river bot- 
tom is now down nearly to the bot- 
tom of the cylinders and during a 
flood the bridge would be supported 
onty by slender groups of piles, which, 
with the bottom in a turbulent condi- 
tion, would have no lateral support 
and might bend over and let the 
bridge down. I cannot see that these 
bridge piers are now any safer than 
those of the old Seventh-street bridge 
which fell down inthe flood of 1905.” 

The board will give the subject im- 
mediate attention. The cost of under- 
- pinning the piers that especially need 
attention is estimated at $3000. Bids 
will be advertised for as soon as the 
Council authority ts secured. 


CITY NOT TO BLAME.
